Blanton said he had instructed 
all of his assistants to note their 
opposition to paroles on commit- 
ment blanks sent to the wardens 


of Federal prisons after persons 
have been sentenced to imprison- 
ment.

He added 
that he noped this would have the 
effect of prompting. the Parole 
Board to seek his recommendation 
when parole applications are to 
be considered. 

Blanton said that in accordance 
with the new policy, he would send 
formal notice of his opposition to 
possible paroles for about 400 pris- 
oners now serving sentences in Fed- 
eral prison, whose cases his office 
prosecuted.
